COTTON CROP IN BAD SHAPE. 


A s time rolls on and the damag­ 
ing effects of the April freezes be­ 
come more fully known it is quite 
certain that the cotton 
crop for 
1907 has received ablow from which 
it is now impossible to fully re­ 
cover. 
A llo v e r the cotton belt, 
from one end to the other, reports 
continue to pour in telling of the 
necessity for replanting, scarcity of 
good seed and the continued dam­ 
age of cold rains, wind and unfav­ 
orable climatic conditions to that 
portion of the crop which is now 
up and grow ing. 
Reports in the 
boll weevil infected territory of the 
southwest 
indicate 
that 
those 
insects are already appearing in the 
fields and destroying the buds of 
the young cotton plants. 
Except in the extreme west of 
T exas and Oklahoma, there will 
not likely be any increase in the 
cotton acreage this year. 
In many 
sections of the belt the acreage will 
be less, owing to inability of the 
growers to secure good seed and to 
replant a full acreage. A very large 
amount of cotton lands this year 
w ill either lie out or be planted to
